Mr. Chairman, Ladies & Gentlemen, 


I have much pleasure in presenting to you my Annual 
Report for the year ending 3lst December, 1966, which, as does 
in previous years, includes sections kindly written by the 
Senior Public Health Inspector and the Housing and Welfare 
Officer. 


The estimated mid year population has increased 
from 21,190 in 1965 to 22,740 and the number of inhabited 
dwellings increased from 7,965 in 1965 to 8,044 in 1966, 


During the year the number of live births registered 
was 331 (28 more than the previous year) and represents a 
standardised live birth rate of 19.5 and is above the rate 
for England and Wales (17.7). 


A Total of 470 deaths were registered, an increase 
of 60 over the 1965 figure, and the standardised death rate 
of on was slightly above that for the country as a whole 
(21.7). 


The infant mortality rate of 12.1 compares very 
favourably with the rate for England and Wales (18.9) 


Only 88 cases of notifiable infectious diseases 
were recorded and 49 of these were of measles. No cases 
had to be admitted to the isolation hospital. 


In conclusion, may I take this opportunity of 
thanking all members of the Council and the staff for the 
interest and co-operation which they have extended to me 
during the year under review.

A weil equipped dental surgery is provided at the 
Exmouth Clinic at Withycombe Village Road, Exmouth, et which 
dental treatment can be given to mothers and young children, 
every Friday and by appointment. 
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The following paragraphs have kindly been supplied by the 
Senior Public Health Inspector, 


ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH, 


(a) General. 


The scope of this includes visits and inspections in relation 
to the work described under ail the various sections which follow, but, 
in particular, work under the provisions of the Public Health Acts, 
including nuisances, Housing Acts, and the Offices, Shops & Railway 
Premises Act 1963, 


112 complaints were received during the yesar, This was a 
slight increase on last years tctal. The various matters were 
investigated and the necessary action was taken in those cases with 
which the Council had power to act. 


In the course of this work 23 nuisances were dated, 10 drains 
cleared (one in default of the owner after service of a Statutory 
Notice under Section 17 of the Public Health Act 1961). It was also 
necessary to serve a Statutory Notice under Section 26 of the Public 
Heelth Act 1961 to effect an urgent repair to ea leaking .C. soil pipe. 


The installation of a dry cleaning plant and a garment press 
in a dry cleaner's reception depot gave rise to complaints of fume, 
steam emission and noise, These complaints erose because the exhausts 
from the machinery were taken at low level into a small yard which was 
built up on all sides, After the management had carried out the 
recommendations of the department to remove these exhausts well clear 
of the buildings by suitable ducting the nuisance was abated. 


Following a complaint from two residents about noise from a 
nearby factory et night, the firm was approached and suggestions made 
as to measures which it was hoped would reduce the output of noise 
from a structure housing a compressor motor which was the source of 
the noise, When the suggested work had been carried out both 
complainmts readily admitted a big improvement and were satisfied, 


Although the compressor was in use 24 hours a day, it caused 
no irritation at all during the day, owing to the background noise 
from traffic etc. preventing the complainants from hearing it. At 
night, however, when the background noise was minimal, the working 
of the compressor was objectionable to the compleinants, 


This complaint was interesting because it illustrates that 
the same noise can, under different conditions, be 4 nuisance but 
at other times it is not a nuisance. 


Another complaint of noise was found to be due to old, worn 
out machinery, which when replaced by new equipment, no longer caused 
a nuisance to the nearby complainant. 


(b) Housing. 

During the year the Council considered the condition of six 
properties and accepted an undertaking in one instance but resolved to 
make Closing Orders in four cases under Section 18 of the Housing Act 
1957. With regard to the sixth house the decision on its condition 
was still under consideration at the end of the year, 


As a result of informal action by the department a further 
27 houses were repaired to a satisfactory standard. At four houses 
the repairs were extensive, The chief defects concerned roofs, vent 
pipes, windows, vertical damp proof courses, rain water down pipes and 
internal disrepair, 


In addition in two cases Statutory Notices hed to be served 
under Section 93 of the Public Health Act 1936 before the necessary 
repairs were carried out by the owners concerned,

25 applications were approved during the year, of which 
5 were in respect of tenanted dwellings, The amount of money 
paid in grants was £3,077, an average of £123 per dwelling,

In one house a residual insecticidal spray was used for 
destroying bed bugs. 


Wasp Nests, - Very few requests for the destruction of wasp 
nests were received from occupiers this year, There were only 
6 to be dealt with.

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(f) Camping at Unlicensed Sites. 


i. Prattshayes Farm - This site is still the only camping 
site for tents in the district and as it is open for only the 
peak holiday weeks it does not come within the licensing 
provisions of the Public Health Act 1936. Consequently, by 
agreement with the Planning Authority the number of tents is 
restricted to 32, and it is evident that many campers have to 
pass on elsewhere in view of the lack of sites for tents. 
Conditions at this site were satisfactory. 


a4 tered Sites, - Camping or caravaning occurred at

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(c) Food Retailers. 


During the course of the year 83 visits were made to 
butchers shops, fish shops, fried fish shops, bread end cake 
shops, greengrocers and grocers shops. 


Re-visiting continues to be an essential factor in 
promoting food hygiene, Improved hand washing facilities were 
provided ebm greengrocers shop and renewed at a fried fish shop. 
Repairs were required at « butcher's shop, A fried fish shop 
has been redecorated. Again advice was given on the importance 
of keeping proper stock rotation. 


(d) Bakehouses. 


All bakehouses in the district are operated by mechanical 
power and of these 7 are classed as factories since more than one 
person is employed in them, There wes no cause for unsatisfactory 
comment in regard to these premises, The flour loft of one bskehouse 
was redecorated, Seven visits were made to bakehouses, 


(e) Catering Establishments. 


Repairs and/or redecoration were necessary st two cafes 
and two hotels. Also the hand washing facilities were improved 
at two Rest Homes and a factory canteen, 


The general standard of conditions in these premises 
continues to be satisfectory. 87visits were made to these premises. 


(f) Hotels, Guest Houses and Nursing Homes. 


At two hotels the kitchens have been redecorated, whilst 
at one hotel the kitchen walls have been tiled and in 4 further 
instance the walls have been lined with an impervious materiel. 
Repairs and decoration were required at two hotels. The standard 
of food hygiene continues to remain good in these premises despite 
the difficulties of seasonal labour, 70 visits were made to 
these premises, 


(g) Public Houses. 


As a result of inspections satisfactory circumstances 
were found at these establishments, 


(h) Food iene (General) Regulations 1960.

As in previous years good relations have been maintained in all 
cases and copies of the Laboratory Reports have been supplied to the 
people concerned, Although there are five premises registered for 
manufacture of ice cream, at only one of these premises was ice cream 
antually made. Whilst 148 premises are registered for the sale of ice 
cream, at only 107 of these premises was ice cream sold, The handling 
of loose ice cream has continued to be satisfactory. 


This year there was a reduction to two catering premises with 
soft ice cream machines so that the ice cream can be manufactured and 
sold immediately from the machine. Especial care has to be taken in 
the cleaning of the different parts of these mechines and it must be done 
regularly every dey. 


(k) Shellfish, 


Visits were made at regular intervals to the Shellfish Factory 
at the Docks occupied by Messrs Exe Shellfish Limited, During the year 
9 samples of their shellfish products were submitted for bacteriological 
examination to the Public Health Laboratory. All were found to be 
satisfactory.

by the Housing and Welfare Officer, Mr. E, Ashton: 


HOUSING AND WELFARE 


The emphasis of the report was on the welfare of 
applicants and council tenants. 


When housing is provided by local authorities it is 
becoming almost axiomatic to ensure ancillary services are 
available for the convenience and welfare of tenants. For 
some of these provision must be made when an estate is 
planned and consequently may be regarded as good planning, 
but may also be regarded as preventative welfare, 

Similarly housing staff carry out much work which is done 
under the guise of being a good landlord, but is often 
analogous to the work of a welfare authority. 


It is doubtful whether housing as a whole can be 
considered as an orthodox social service, but the amount of 
welfare work involved gives it much in common with the 
social services, 


HOMELESS FAMILIES 


This is a problem which has bedevilled the social 
services for many years, but has only recently caught the 
public attention through publicity given to the Lordon 
County Council problem and more recently through a 
television play. 


The reasor8 why a family may become homeless are many 
and varied and are not necessarily the fault of the family. 


Their rehousing is a complex problem, they may not 
even be on a housing list, and be competing with other 
applicants who have waited many years for a council house, 


Lacking assistance from the local council such 
families become “homeless", and because the law requires it, 
they become the responsibility of the Welfare Authority. 

In Devon this is the County Council, or it can be a County 
Borough, 


As a result, the husband and wife may drift apart, 
and if they are "lucky", the wife and children may remain in 
the care of the Welfare Authority for years. 


Even if the husband maintains a residential 
qualification, it may be a long time before the family are 
eventually offered a council house and the strain of separation, 
maintaining two "homes" is often too much for a family whose 
weak ties may have already led them into the very problem from 
which they are trying to escape. 


Councils may be reasonably happy to give priority in 
rehousing to families who are not going to be a "problem", but 
it is the problem families themselves who are in even greater 
need of help. 


The Minister of Housing called for, and has by now 
received a report from all Welfare Authorities and in the 
meanwhile theDevon County Council has come to a working 
arrangement with housing authorities in the area, whereby a 
house is offered within twelve months of a family being taken 
into their care, 


As far as Exmouth is concerned, every endeavour is 
made to solve the problem of homeless families without having 
to resort to the aid of the County Welfare Department, but if 
families are taken into care, they are offered a house within 
a few months. 
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FAMILY POVERTY 26. 


An increase in rent arrears led to an investigation 
into a few of the more serious cases. Unfortunately the time 
available did not permit anything more than a cursory 
examination of the overall problem, but of those families who 
were visited, some appeared to be living in poverty. 


Poverty can perhaps only be defined by taking the 
Ministry of Social Security scales as a standard. These are 
agreed by Parliament and are the amounts considered necessary to 
meet the essential needs of adults and children, but even these 
have to be supplemented for such things as clothing, bedding and 
other renewable items when the allowances are paid over a long 
period. 


There are families where the total income is less than 
Social Security scales either because of their wage level or 
because unemployed men are restricted to an allowance 
commensurate with what they would be likely to receive if 
employed, Allowances may also be restricted in respect of 
excessive rent or as supplements to sickness or unemployment 
benefits. 


The amount that a family's income falls below Social 
Security scales may range from a few shillings to several pounds 
a week, and the strain on a family living at such a low income 
level can have a very damaging effect. 


Although it was not possible to ascertain the extent of 
"family poverty" in Exmouth, the next fifty applications from 
young families due to be considered for rehousing have been 
examined and their incomes were considered against the Ministry 
of Social Security allowances. 


Twelve of the fifty families had an income below that 
considered to be a minimum for basic needs, and between them the 
twelve families had thirty-four children, 


NOTE: The Government have now promised legislation to deal with 
families living in poverty. 


THE HOUSING LIST 


As in previous reports, information is given as to the 
number of families considered to be in need of rehousing , the 
types of accommodation required, the total number of applicants 
on the Waiting List and the number of applications received 
year by year. 


It must again be emphasised that the total number of 
families finally housed will fall below these figures, owing to 
the considerable wastage. 


REPAIRS AND MAINTENANCE 


In the years to come maintenance of the Council's 1,400 
houses is going to continue to be a major problem. Decay in 
exterior doors and windows is the principal item, a problen 
shared with many other housing authorities, 


A complete survey of the problem is to be made, after 
which a report will be made to the Council covering the 
probable cost and a plan to overcome the problem, 


In addition to the above, in order to carry out the 
maximum amount of work for the money available there is being 
carried out a systematic investigation into procedures, an 
examination of planning organization, control of purchasing 
distribution and a Oloser supervision of work in order to 
improve producvivity and avoid waste, 


THE WARDENS SUPVICE 


All Exmouth Council accommodation for the elderly, 167 
bungalows and 96 ground floor flats, are now covered by a 
warden service, In addition, two Community Centres have been 
built for the use of elderly tenants and the construction of 
a third is to be started this year,
